Among the bluebirds tjiat returned to 
this locality, Klsah, 11!., In thu spring 
of the year ltW,S, was a curJuslty. Itwaa 
an albino, a milk-white speolmen. and 
from thu distance at whlob It allowed 
Itaolf to be Inspected, not a featber,Ol 
a darker shado could be seen. Paradox- 
ical aa It may seem. It was a white blue- 
bird, and yet it was not a bluebird, be- 
cause it Wiis a wuito bird. Us song and 
habits were identical with othora of the 
same species. On three different oooa- 
sluns we w ere witbin a few yards of It 
but were unable to determine Its sex, 
or whether It paired with any other 
bird of Ita kind during the breeding 
aeaaon. It was often soon during tbe 
summer ol that year, and during tbe 
months ol October and November waa 
in Ita favorite haunts nearly every 
week; and sometimes every day, but 
nearly always in company with blue- 
birds, it senincd enamored of the aun* 
ny slopes and deep, cool, wooded ra- 
vines along tbe bluffsof the Hlasiaalppt 
river at that point Late In the fitU, 
when the frosty nighta proclaimed tbe 
auninier ended, It would flit about Ita 
favorite trees, dashing In and out of tba 
yellow sunshine with Us feathered 
friends that were getting; to;(eiher to 
seek winter quarters, and we wished ll 
a sate and apeadir journey to Its balmy 
Southern bnihe, little eizpeottng to arar 
see It again.
